AS TO CIRCULATION. 


To protect the interests of the Post-Dis- 
patch against an unwarranted attack, it 
becomes necessary to deal with a state- 
ment in Mr. 8. 8. Carvalho's affidavit 
which is being used by envious contempo- 
raries to the paper’s detriment. 

The statement was as follows: Caun- 
try circulation has been maintained at a 
pecuniary loss, and its (the Post-Dis- 
patch’s) city circulation is smaller’ than 
in February last. 

The fact that the country. circulation 
has been maintained at a pecuniary ioss 
is not a discovery of Mr. Carvathos. It 
was reported to Mr. Pulitger and by him 
reported to Col. Jones before the latter 
took charge. Since then it has been 
made the subject of two elaborate reports 
to Mr. Pulitzer, which were doubtless 
shown to Mr. Carvalho. This is the 
source of his information and it is correct, 
It is true not only of the Post-Dispatch, 
but of every other St. Louis paper sold on 
the one-cent basis. The cost of produc- 
tion and handling, of postage and express 
and of returns is not and cannot be met 
by the price obtained for a one-cent 
newspaper. 7 
It is not true that either the city or the 
country circulation of the Post-Dispatch 
is smaller now than in February, when 
Col. Jones and his brother, G. W. Jones, 
took charge. The circulation obtained 
in January and February. following the 
cut in price to one vent, was in large ' 
degree bogus. It was impossible to "say } 
what was and what was not bona fide cir- 
culation. Mr. Pu'«zer was and is aware 
of the actual facts. The following is an 
extract from # report made to the Pres- 
dent by th Business Manager and for- 
warded tc Mr. Pulitzer early in the pres- 
ent month: 

My b-@ther and I came in on the heels of 
a great reduction in the price of the paper, 
and after a tremendous spurt in canvassing 
which had been made but discontinued just 
before we came in. The stopping ai this 
canvass, especially in the city, vas a most 
egregious blunder. The paper was boom- 
ig, the public were aroused, and the can- 
vassers and ali in the office were enthused. 
Mr. Steigers assures me that he urged a 
continuanc: of the Canvass in the city, 
and says that he went 80 far 
as to say that he would nimselt rather put 
up the necessary money te centinue it than 
ta see it abandoned. It was resumed later 
on, but as the dull season was approaching 
we considered it a waste of money to con- 
tinue it actively in the city, but kept it up 
to an extent in the country. The work in 
the eountry of the first canvass was poorly 
dene, many irresponsible Agents being ap- 
pointed, and as a result we lost thousands of 
circulation, so-called, and considerable 
money, by having to cut off such agents. 
There is also always a considerable dropping 
off naturally in the city after such a big 
canvases from bad orders. 

When we came in the carriers were weed- 
ing these out, and a vigerous effort to check 
it came near precipitating a general strike. 
The Ctireulation Department was just get- 
ting ready to make a heavy cut in the coun- 
try, which was made a day or two after we 
came in—a cut ef 2,492 daily, February 10. 
After consultation, we decided that it was 
suicidal to continue business with such 
agents, and that we would weed them out 
until the country circulation was placed on 
a business basis. We proceeded on this 
line, using discretion and granting reason- 
able indulgence. Hence, on this line we cut 
off on March 2, 1,415; on May 28, 347; on June 
1, 716; in July, 2,080; in August, 1,771, and on 
September 6, 650. As the small cut Septem- 
ber 6 shows, the business was never on such 
a rock bottom basis as now. 

In spite of these drawbacks, there has 
never been so small a loss of circulation 
during the summer months in the history of 
the paper. Taking the highes{ month's 
verage in any year and comparing it with 
ugust of the same year, following is the 
showing: In 1892 there was a summer loss 
of 12 per cent; in 1893 a less of 17 per cent; in 
1884 a loss ef 16 per eent, and in 189 a loss of 
only (per cent. During 18%, comparing the 
month of August with the highest month's 
record, the drop wes elight. Had we 
dropped the game percentage as in previous 
years, we would have lost as compared 
with 1894; 12,100; as compared with 1898, 14,600, 
and as compared with 1892, 10.200. The ac- 
tual loss in 189% was only 3,878. (This is now 
all recovered.) 

Had we chosen to continue to work along 
lines previously in vogue with a view of 
making a circulation showing, regardless 
of substantial and permanent financial re- 
sults, we. could have added 10,000. to the 
nominal sham circulation during the sum- 
mer instead of les 3,800. A recent poll 
of the supply depots shows that the sales 
ef the Sunday Post-Dispatch now exceed 
the sales of the Sunday Glebe-Democrat, 
something never before done. 7 

Notwithstanding the cut in price, the 
books show for the six months of our admin- 
istration the largest circulation revenue 
(with one exception, vin, 1888) in the history 
of the paper. 

The difference ee the circulation 
of the Post-Dispatch in February and its 
elreulatlon now is that the former was to 
a considerable extent while the 
latter is bona fide, genu revenue-pro- 
ducing. During the last six months a
